LONDON, Mareh 2—Further progress was made today by British 
troops north of Warlencourt and Eaneourt and northwest of Puisieus 
au-Mont, says the official statement from the war office tonight. Local 
German attacks in the Ancre region were repulsed, and as the 
result of the fighting the British eaptured 128 prisoners, three machine 
guns and four trench mortars. 

‘This morning,”’ the report continues, ‘‘our troops raided German 
trenches near Angres and Calonne and northeast of Loos, capturing 
20 prisoners. An enemy raiding party made an unsuccessful attempt 
last night to enter our trenches southeast of Roclincourt. 

‘Hostile artillery showed considerable activity today in 
neighborhood of Sailly-Saillisel, Armentieres and Ypres.”

China Could Furnish Men— 
Also Market After 
War 


(Ry Morning Mulietin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, Mar. 2.-+Negotia- 
tions looking to China's entrance into 
the war against the central powers are 
now in progress at Pekin and fn all 
the entente capitals. It was learned 
here to day and their success depends 
only upon the harmonizing of the re- 
wards to be given China with the 
amount of « operation demanded of 
her, It is regarded as practically cer- 
tain that China will sever relations 
with Germany, and declaration of war 
probably will follow if the entente will 
gzuarantee satisfactory relaxation of 
the restrictions imposed upon the east 
ern empire by the world powers after 
the Boxer troubles. Facts learned today 
from official and diplomatic circles 
Serve to ciear up much of the ob- 
scurity which has ovérstung events in 
the far east in the past month. 

Wants Remission Tndemnities 


China desires to secure the complete 


remission of the Boxer indemnities, 
which total over $30,000,000 a year 
and continue until 1940. If she en- 
tered the war, the part which other- 
Wise would be paid to Austria and 
Germany could be repudiated, In- 
formation here indicate; the entente 


already has agreed to postpone pav- 
ments in case China begins hostilities, 
but does not coroborate Tien Tsin ad- 
vices that France and Belgium, in be- 
half of the powers, have offered com- 
plete remission. The sum involved is 
such an appreciable part of China's 
total expenses that a satisfactory 
agreement might well remove the 
financial difficulties of the govern- 


ment. 
Wheat Entente Will Gain 
The entente powers on their part 
are anxious to have China in the war, 
not-only as a reservoir of mien, but as 
the biggest open trade market after 
the war. Already, under agreement 
with local Syndicates headed by 
French and British residents, more 
then 100,006 Chinese laborers and ag- 
riculturists have gone to ineréase the 
entente’s man-power, the great ma- 
jority to France. It has been the 
drowning of many of these laborers 
on their way to Franve on such boats 
as the liner Athol, for instance, that 
first made China’s protest to Germany 
against submarine warfare an actual 
threat of severance of relations. 


There are about 8,000 Germans in 
China who would be placed in con- 
centration camps if war were de-

in Western Canada will not be elim- 
inuted by the money grubbing of the 
reckless feeders of city garbage. While 
the garbage feeders secure thelr hog 
feed at a minimum of cost and sell 
their porkers at a maximum of profit 
they endanger the lives of all the 
hogs in the district and the money 
loss to the city and district would be

If there was doubt in any quar- 
ter that the Provincial Govern- 
ment was going into the farm loan 
scheme in any large way it will 
surely be set at rest by the bill 
now before the Legislature.

ifornia. An advance.in price is cer- 
tain to take place in all goods sold in 
cans, 

“Potatoes are out of sight, a quota- 
tion of $1.50 per bushel being nearest 
the mark at the present time.” 

Another large wholesale grocery 
firm, in speaking of canned goods, 
says, “Stocks have never before been 
known to be so low at this time of 
the year, and a sharp lookout for fu- 
ture requirements is advised. Ameri- 
van tomatoes have advanced 35¢ per 
and will go still higher, 

Conditions in the salt market are 
getting worse, Coal, fuel, ete., being 
searee, curtails the output of the wells, 
and may soon necessitate the closing 
of some of the eastern factories. Lard, 
matches, paper, candy, brooms, cur- 
rants, glassware, rice, coffee and cigars 
are all strong in tone, or actually ad- 
vancing in price,” 

Conditions in the hardware lines 
are reported almost unchanged, with 
a strong undercurrent in many of the 
main products, particularly those ma- 
terials in which steel is used. For the 
‘teenth time since the outbreak of the 
war the prices of steel products have 
recently been withdrawn by Ameri- 
can and Canadian manufacturers, but 
one leading wholesale man says this 
does not indicate anything especially 
serious,

Over [wo Hundred Red Cross Circles in Edmontot 


Self-Sacrificing Work of Women of City Exemplified in 
Special Reports From Various Circles---School 
Children Do Their Share to Assist

Next to the self-sacrifice and patriotism of those men of Rdmon- 
ton enlisted in the active service ranks, and their bravery and devo- 
tion to duty on the field, there is nothing more inspiring perhaps, 
than the part the women of Edmonton have played in Red Cross work. 
There is a general idea, of course, that sneh work is being accomplish- 
ed in the city, but the average citizen does not know that there are 
over two hundred Red Cross circles in the city, and that week after
